DRAFT recommendations for the 
resolution of financial problems at the 
South London Healthcare Trust have 
been published for consultation. 

The report of Monday October 29 
contained six key recommendations for the 
future of NHS health services in south-east 
London: 

• THE operational efficiency of the 
hospitals that make up South London 
Healthcare Trust needs to improve to bring 
costs into line with high performing NHS 
organisations. 

• THERE should be a transformation in 
the way services are provided in south- 
east London. Changes are recommended 
in relation to community-based care and 
emergency, maternity and elective services. 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital retains A&E 
and maternity services while Lewisham 
hospital A&E closes but keeps a 24-hour 
urgent care service. Lewisham becomes a 
major centre for elective care. 

• SOUTH London Healthcare NHS Trust 
should be dissolved and other organisations 
should take over the management and 
delivery of the NHS services it currently 
provides. The Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
site should come together with Lewisham 
Healthcare NHS Trust to create a new 
organisation focused on the provision of 
care for the communities of Greenwich and 
Lewisham. 

• QUEEN Mary’s Hospital Sidcup should 
be developed into a Bexley Health 
Campus providing day case elective 
surgery, endoscopy and radiotherapy. The 
facility should be owned by Oxleas NHS 
Foundation Trust and services should be 
provided by a range of organisations.

• VACANT and poorly utilised premises 
should be exited or sold. The NHS should 
engage with the local authorities in 
Bromley and Bexley in the process of 
selling surplus estate to ensure its future 
use maximises regeneration opportunities. 

• ON an annual basis until the relevant 
contracts end, the Department of Health 
should provide additional funds to the 
local NHS to cover the excess costs of the 
PFI buildings at Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
and Princess Royal University Hospital. 

Trust special administrator for SLHT, 
Matthew Kershaw told GT: “These 
recommendations address the very 
significant problems that SLHT is 
experiencing, and provide a clear way 
forward that will protect and improve 
health services for patients in south-east 
London. 


“The recommendations seek to give 
them that reassurance, that local services 
will be safe, effective, of high quality and 
financially sustainable in the long-term.”

IT really was a matter of 
life and deaf when students 
from Thomas Tallis and 
Shooters Hill Post 16 won 
an international film 
award. 

The 10 pupils took part in 
the film, ‘That’s not all of me’, 
which beat off competition 
from almost 900 other short 
movies for the prize at the 
Zebra international film and 
poetry festival in Berlin.

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LOCAL schoolchildren turned 
the air green when they took part 
in a carnival through General 
Gordon Square in Woolwich to 
promote sustainable transport. 

The parade started in Woolwich 
with four primary schools - 
Mulgrave, St. Peter’s RC, Thorntree 
and Windrush. It celebrated 
the culmination of a four-week 
programme, the South East London 
Green Chain School’s Outreach 
Project. 

The scheme was created to raise 
awareness of the local environment 
and the Green Chain walking route, 
through field trips, nature activities, 
assembly performances and 
costume-making for the final parade 
using recyclable materials.

It 
was really fun making the costumes 
out of recyclables and creating a 
song to dance to. We used milk 
bottles and plastic bags to make 
our costumes. As part of our project 
we visited our local park, Maryon 
Wilson to look at the eco life there. 
We hope today we show people 
that they should look after the 
environment.” 

Maddie, also in Thorntree ’s Year 
6 said: “I like cycling up and down 
the hills in my local park. My mum 
is being green by having a hybrid 
car and hopefully we’re helping cut 
down pollution this way. My local 
park is part of the Green Chain and 
I’m glad to have it so near to me.” 

Year 4 St Peter’s RC pupil, Karen 
said: “I feel really proud to be able 
to be in this parade. On the Green 
Chain you can run and jump and 
play games, it’s a lot of fun. I think 
one of the most important things to 
do to help the planet is to recycle 
and reuse things.”

SHREWSBURY House on 
Shooters Hill has been 
awarded Grade II status by 
English Heritage to recognise 
its importance as a historic 
building. 

The house was built in 1923 
and has not been altered since 
then. It stands on the site of an 
original building dating back to 
Elizabethan times, which was 
once owned by the Prince Regent, 
who became King George IV. 

English Heritage awarded the 
house the elite status because of 
the sensitive way it has been kept, 
and because if its architectural 
design. It follows a formal 
nomination by Shrewsbury 
Park residents’ association last 
summer. 

The house, in Bushmoor 
Crescent is managed by a small 
paid staff and a few volunteers. 
It has regular daily activities for 
adults and children. It’s owned 
and part-funded by the council. 

The fine wood-panelled old 
library is an ideal venue for 
celebratory events and wedding 
receptions. Rooms are also 
rented to training groups and for 
meetings and children’s parties. 

Len Newland, treasurer of the 
Shrewsbury House Community 
Centre, said: “The house serves 


the community but we do need 
to increase the number of people 
using it.” 

Centre manager Kathy Bagnall 
and management committee 
secretary Cressida Senkus 
accompanied two English 
Heritage representatives when 
they inspected the house in April. 
The inspectors were impressed 
by the standard of decoration, 
particularly the elegant ceiling 
plasterwork and the ground floor 
rooms panelled in oak, unchanged 
for almost a hundred years. They 
noted that every room had an 
original 1920’s fireplace, from the 
grander wooden and marble ones 
in the downstairs rooms to the 
smaller tiled ones in the office 
rooms on the top floor. 

Woolwich Council bought 
the house in 1934 and a public 
library was opened and served 
the local community until late in 
the 1980s. At this time the adult 
education classes at the house 
also ceased, and many of the 
groups, not wishing to disband, 
formed their own self-financing 
classes and became affiliated 
groups of the house. The wine 
club, the short-mat bowls group 
and the millinery workshops still 
continue to meet at the house. 
The family history, local history, 
and photographic groups have 

mi 


also met for many years and all 
ages are catered for. There is 
also a pre-school playgroup, and 
young people’s violinists, dancers 
and singers groups. 

Cressida Senkus said: “After 
being granted listed status our 
regular users are delighted to 
know that it cannot be altered or 
changed without prior consent 
from English Heritage. Local 
residents are pleased to know that 
the grand frontage and features 
of the house will be maintained 
to the highest standards. 

“Many of our regular user 
groups have been taking part 
in activities at Shrewsbury 
House for more than 30 years, 
from our infants joining the pre- 
school playgroup during the last 
century to attending short-mat 
bowls, French or yoga classes. We 
feel proud to be part of its history 
and its recognition by English 
Heritage.” 

Shrewsbury House will be 
holding the third ‘Tarts and 
Crafts’ event on the morning of 
Sunday December 2 when home- 
crafted gifts and festive foods will 
be on sale.

We’re introducing vegetables in novel 
ways so that young people don’t have 
to see them as frightening.” 

Work on the garden started about a 
year ago. “We had our first growing 
season this spring,” said Meta. “Just 
this month we’ve had support from 
Groundworks, who are putting in a 
community gardener to help us and 
provide money for more plants and 
food growing.

CHERRY Orchard 
Primary in Charlton 
has been singled out 
for special praise by 
school inspectors for the 
way in which children 
are taught a foreign 
language. 

Bilingual pupils already 
fluent in French are used 
as classroom assistants to 
help other children, and 
every child begins to learn 
French from the day they 
start school. 

Between them, the 
school’s 250 pupils speak 
about 25 different languages 
at home, and nearly two- 
thirds speak English as a 
second language. Teachers 
decided that they would 
benefit from learning a 
third language, French, to 
bring out the skills they had 
already started to develop. 

Inspectors from Ofsted 
reported that pupils were 


above the national average 
in English and maths, and 
their new language skills 
were helping with their 
progress. They said: “This 
success is not the result 
of costly initiatives or 
investment in technology, 
but comes from a blend 
of excellent teaching, an 
imaginative curriculum and 
a commitment to valuing 
languages.” 

Headteacher Jan Beames 
said: “Over half the children 
enter school with English 
as a second language, and 
every day they use this 
new language, English, as 
a vehicle for learning and 
social communication. To 
learn a modern foreign 
language is merely another 
opportunity to practise 
skills they already have.” 

One of the pupils helping 
to coach his classmates 
is Kevin Barro, 10, whose 
family speak French at 


home. He said: “It’s fun, 
because I like helping other 
people learn French, and it 
will help them when they 
visit France or another 
county where they speak 
French.” 

Michelle Tran, nine, 
already speaks Chinese 
with her family at home, 
English in school, and is 
enjoying learning a third 
language.

Nicki is renowned for having a soft 
spot for the UK, hence the introduction of her 
faux English accent and greetings. 

But her grand speech about the importance 
of abstinence, education and motivation felt 
disingenuous given the fatalistic genre she 
falls into. 

A jarring constant was the predictable, 
mandatory amount of outfit changes Minaj 
made. She disappeared more than five times, 
leaving the audience for up to ten minutes at 
a time. Her backing dancers were left alone, 
failing to sustain interest, shooting outT-shirts 
to audience members or trying in vain to rouse 
the crowd from its malaise. 

Another worrying aspect was the exposure 
to what was on the bill for junior members of 
the audience. Many of the fuchsia-haired girls 
in the crowd were subjected to after-hours 
language and strip club behaviour. However, 
the singer's animated costume and drama had 
attracted revellers from five to 55. 

The pint-sized rapper delivered her hits at a 
bullet speed, and we were also treated to some 
of her slower, more heartfelt ballads, which 
were the goosebump-inducing highlights of 
the evening. 

The track 'Marilyn Monroe' was particularly 
strong, although it felt rather arrogant to make 
the comparison. But it was here that the artist's 
impressive vocal range and lyrical direction 
shone through strongest. 

Minaj finished as she began, this time not 
riding in on one, but singing about 'Starships', 
which only left time for her to zoom off as 
quickly as she had entered.

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“I also met Eric [Clapton] through 
a poet friend of mine, and when they 
formed Cream they called me up to work 
with them. I’m glad they did, otherwise 
I’d be in a bedsit with eight cats and my 
wife!” 

Pete and Jack wrote the songs - but 
how?

Pete, who has worked with Bruce 
for over 30 years, was in awe of Jack’s 
singing but worked hard at his own 
and has worked with Phil Ryan, among 
others, since 1970. “At Charlton House 
Phil and I will do a set of songs and I’ll be 
doing some poetry as well. 

“We also have a wonderful band, 
Psoulchedelia, and we’ll be touring after 
our new record in February or March. 
It’s a nine-piece band and the love of our 
lives really. 


“I work hard at it all because I want to 
keep doing it for as long as I possibly can. 
Our idols, if you like, were jazz musicians 
who all worked well into their 60s and 
70s, 80s even.”

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme.

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme.

Currently the rent level for the properties you 
see advertised in Greenwich Homes is significantly 
lower than full market rents in private sector 
housing.

If you are successful 
the housing association may want to check you 
have enough income to pay the higher rent, 
whether you are working or on benefits. If you are 
currently a housing association tenant the rent you 
pay on your present home will not be affected by 
this change. 

Fixed term tenancies 

You will also notice that the tenancies for 
Affordable Housing and some other housing 
association properties may now be for a shorter 
period than the present lifetime tenancies offered 
by housing associations. The phrase Fixed term 
tenancy will be used in the adverts to identify 
these properties. The tenancy details will be 
explained to you if you are successful when you 
view the property. 

Please think about these changes when 
bidding for an Affordable housing 
property and make sure you can afford 
the home that you choose.

MOVING from nursery to primary 
school is not an automatic 
process. 

If your child was born between 
1 September 2008 and 31 August 
2009, you will need to make an 
application for a place in a reception 
class. 

If you do not make an application 
you may not be able to get a place at 
a place at your preferred school - 
even if you already have 
another child attending that school. 
You must also make an application 


for a reception place even if your 
child attends the nursery at a Royal 
Greenwich primary school. 

However, there is no guarantee that 
your child will be offered a place 
in the reception class at the same 
school. 

You can apply for up to six primary 
schools, listing them in preference 
order. 

You can include schools in 
other areas, but not independent 
fee-paying schools. 

You may give reasons for your 


preferences if you want to. 

It's up to you to decide which schools 
you prefer but you're advised not to 
'waste' a preference 
by naming a school at which your 
child in unlikely to be offered a 
place. It's best to include schools 
nearest to your home address. If you 
do not, and it is not possible to offer 
you one of your preferred schools, 
you may end up getting a school 
much further away.
